ELECTION RIOTS. 


Whitewashing Report of the vir- 
xinia Committee. 

DANVILLE, Va., Nov. 21.—The commit- 
tee of forty appointed to investigate the 
facts connected with the riots of November 
3d, organized on the 12th inst, and ap- 
pointed a proper sub-committee. All per- 
sons having information relative to the 
matters to be investigated publicly are 
requested te appear before the sub-com- 
mittee and testify. The sub-committee 
regularly attended to their duties from the 
morning of the 13th to the evening of the 


21st inst., during which time thirty-seven 
witnesses were examined. Said witnesses 
for the most part were known to the com- 
mittee personally and represented all 
classes and vocations. They are intelli- 
gent and thoroughly reliable. The com- 
mittee makes .a careful and impartial re- 
view of all facts connected with the riot. 
After speaking of the ili-feeling existing 
between the blacks and whites the 
committee states that the negroes were 
the aggressors. The report adds: Two days 
before the election circulars signed by 
prominent citizens and leaders of both po- 
litical parties were issued, guaranteeing 
every person, without regard to color or 
party, the free and undisturbed right of 
voting. No violence, threats or intimida- 
tion whatever were shown towards the 
negro or coalition voters, but on the con- 
trary, such voters were repeatedly assured 
by citizens and military officers sent

Last evening a report reached town that 
a suicide had occurred at No. 228 South 
Spring street, and a reporter of the Times 
immediately went to the place indicated 
and found that the statement was but too 
true, and the circumstances attending the 
case of a most distressing character. The 
victim was Mrs. Frank Rickey, well 
knqyn in this city, being the wife. of 
Frank Rickey, who has lately been en- 
gaged as a bartender at various establish- 
ments. The cause of Mrs. Rickey’s suicide 
was domestic trouble, which continued 
for some time, and preyed upon her 
mind to such an extent that on last 
Friday, in a fit of despair, she took a dose 
of arsenic with the hope of putting an end 
her troubles. The dose, however, was 


not large enough to prove fatal immedi- 
ately, and she lingered along in great 
pain until the time of her death, which 
occurred last evening at 5  o’clock. 
Frank Rickey, her husband, came to Los 
Angeles about three years ago from one 
of the mining counties in the north, and 
immediately went to Downey City, where 
he opened the only hotel. He did but 
little about the house except to attend 


.| bar, leaving his faithful wife to cook, wait 


on the table, wash, and in fact, do all the 
ménial work about the place. The hotel, 
however, did not pay expenses, and, after 
it was closed up, Rickey and his wife 
moved to Arizona, where they opened the 
Silver Lake House, two miles from Tuc- 
son, on the Santa Cruz river. They re- 
mained there about a year and then 
returned to this city, Rickey going back 
to his old business of bar-tending. He 
made a trip later to Calico and wrote sev- 
eral descriptive letters of that new mining 
camp to a paper of this city. Those who 
are posted say that at this time he was very 
neglectful of the interests of his family and 
failed to provide for them. However 
this may be he returned again to this city 
and has remained here ever since. Lately 
his conduct to his wife has been brutal in 
the extreme, and last week, in spite of 
her tearful entreaties it is stated that he 
actually abandoned her and left the city 
fora short time in company with some 
lewd woman. The mind of Mrs. Rickey 
was doubtless affected by this cruel treat- 
ment by the one who was the 
father of her littie helpless children 
and her own sworn protector and in a 
paroxysm of temporary insanity she com- 
mitted the rash act. 

The scene at the death bed of the poor 

woman when the reporter reached the 
spot was pitiable in the extreme. Her 
three little children were climbing over 
the bed, caressing their dead mother, and 
begging her to return to life and take 
care of them. Their father is understood 
to be in town but has not made his ap- 
pearance about the house or done any- 
thing whatever for his little ones. 
_ Mrs. Rickey was well connected in this 
city and was highly esteeme1 by al: who 
knew her. She was a loving wife and 
a devoted mother. During her illness 
Mrs. Newmark, of the Ladies Benovelent 
Society, employed a professional nurse to 
stay with her and also furnished good 
medical attendance. Her neighbors &lse 
gave her carefulattention and took charge 
of the little ones.
